NO AUTUMN SITTING. 


MAURETANIA AFIRE 
AT SOUTHAMPTON DOCK, 


EXTENSIVE DAMAGE. 


OLYMPIC IN DANGER ZONE. 


An alarming fire occurred on the famous 
Cunard liner Mauretania at Southampton yester- 
day afternoon. . 

Smoke was noticed issuing from the first class 
saloon, and, the alarm being immediately raised, 
the docks firé brigade was speedily on the spot. 

Staging was slung on the ship’s side to enable 
the firemen to play on the flames through the 
port holes. This device was only partially suc- 
cessful, and, as the flames were gaining the 
upper hand, the borough fire brigade was sum- 
moned, both brigades working together and 
gradually gaining the ascendancy. 

Members of the crew assisted the firemen, 
and removed clothing and other portable articles 
tn the danger zone. — 

At 5.30 the first class lounge and portions of 
three decks were involved. 

The White Star liner Olympie was lying just 
in front of the Mauretania, and at one time it 
was thought that it might be desirable to tow 
her out. of the dock, but this was not found 
necessary. 

By eight o'clock the outbreak was completely 
extinguished. 

Owing to the immense amount of water poured 
into the great vessel she at one time developed 
a decided list to starboard. 

It was deemed advisable to suspend operations 
while the ships pumps were got to work. 

A great ‘amount of damage has been done 
to the main public rooms and to the berthing 
accommodation on the C, D, and E decks. 

The liner is due to sail next Saturday. 


WEXFORD BANK 
SENSATION. 
A SUM OF £11,000 SAID TO BE 
MISSING. 


Telegraphing last night, our Wexford Corre-

under the Board of Communications. In the 
Chinese Government service he continued till 
his death. At many international conferences 
his experience was utilised on behalf of China, 
and for his services in this respect he received 
numerous honours from the Chinese Govern- 
ment. He received also the Legion of Honour 
and other foreign decorations. Among his early 
special services appears to have been the 
onerous task of escorting the old Empress 
Dowager of China when she esstyed her first 
railway trip—an anxious task, because the train 
was almost toe heavy for the engine. 

Mr. Foley was held generally in high estcem. 
Attending the Service at the Legation Chapel 
(conducted by Bishop Norris) before the 
cremation of his remaing were representatives 
of all the Chinese and British Governmental 
offices, railways, and business houses.

A Berlin message of Monday 
Schiffer, Minister of Justice, made

We should be confronted with a state of chaos, 
he went on.

AN EARLY ANNOUNCEMENT. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Major C. Lowther asked the Prime Minister 
whether the truce still obtained in Ireland pend- 
ing the resumption of negotiations between 
Mr, de Valera and the Government. 

Mr. Lloyd George—The answer is in the affir- 
mative. 

Mr. Lloyd George, replying to several ques- 
tions relating to the Irish negotiations, said 
that he hoped to be in a position to make a 
statement shortly. i 

Sir John Butcher—In view of the remarkable 
statement in the public Preas as lo the nature 
af the terms offered to Mr. de Valera, and the 
grave pasiaty that this statement has caused, 
v 'l the right hon. gentleman make the an- 
ncuncement as soOn as possible ? 

Mr. Lloyd George—Certainly; I shall make an 
announcement as soon as it á possible without 
endangering the chance of a successful issue to 
the negotiations, but hon. members must not 
accept the accounts in the public Press of the 
terms which have ‘been offered, because all those 
that I have seen are inaccurate. 

Mr. Ronald McNeill—Can the right hon. 
gentleman say whether the statement is likely 
to be made this week? ’ 

Mr. Lloyd George—I could not. 


POSITION IN. DUBLIN. 


The terms of the Cabinet’s offer to Mr. de 
Valera are still kept secret from the public. 
They are under consideration by Mr. de Valera 
and some of his colleagues, and, although there 
is much speculation as to their nature, nothing 
definite has been ascertained concerning them. 
It is probable, however, that the veil of secrecy 
will be lifted in a day or two. 

Mr. de Valera spent another busy day at the 
Dublin Mansion House yesterday, and received 
many visitors, among them being Madame 
Markievicz, M.P., who was released from prison 
on Sunday. 

A meeting of Dail Eireann has not yet been 
held, and, as far as can be learned, an imme- 
diate meeting is not likely. It is expected 
that its members who are still in prison will 
be released shortly, as the Government is not 
likely to place any obstacles in the way © 
Mr. de Valera’s securing a full gathering of his 
colleagues, should it be deemed necessary to 
summon one. 

Meanwhile, interest seems to be shifting to- 
wards Ulster, as it is rumoured that much de- 
pends on how the proposals are treated by Sir 
James Craig and his Cabinet. 

The question of a supreme authority to 
exercise fiscal control is, it is stated, likely to 
prove a crucial one in any negotiations that 
may take place subsequent to the present offer. 
It is a good sign, however, to find a feeling of 
hopefulness as to the immediate result etill 
prevalent among those whose knowledge of the 
situation is trustworthy. 


ON THE EVE OF PEACE. 
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MR. DEVLIN’S BELIEF. 

At the annual meeting of the shareholders of 
ihe Dublin Distillers Company, of which he was 
re-elected a director, Mr. Joseph Devlin yester- 
day referred to the Irieh question. He said 
that, eo far as he was concerned, he thought 
they were on the eve of peace in Ireland. (Ap- 
plause.) Peace, as they knew, was the corner- 
stone of prosperity, industry, and trade, for 
unless they had a peaceful country trade could 
not prosper. That peace, he trusted, would be 
a peace not only for those in the South and 
West of Ireland, but for them in Ulster. (Hear, 
hear.) Though a violent fighter and a vigilant 
custodiameof the interests for which he stood, it 
would be his earnest desire and hope and un- 
changing resolve to bring North and South to- 
gether. (Applause.) It wae, he thought, one of 
the gfeatest superstitions that could possibly 
exist that, because they in the North were 
rather different from those in the South, that 
that was a reason why they should be per- 
manently divided. He always argued that with 
a combination of the different qualities of the 
people of the North and Sonth they could con- 
stitute the best material for the meking of a 
great nation. That was his view still, and, with 
the hard business qualities of those in the North 
combined with the finer qualities of the people 
of the South, and with all working in a wnison 
of ideas and in a great spirit of national 
ambition, he thought they could build up one 
of the moet prosperous and most enduring com- 
munities in all the world. (Loud applause.) 


AN ENGLISH LABOUR VIEW.
